Nazis Trying 
Stir Japs To 
Attack Russia 


NEW YORK, June 23.—(AP)— 
Axis propaganda campaign, either 
preparing advance excuses for a 
Japanese attack on Russia or sig- 
nifying ardent German desires for 
such an attack, was launched 
today on the German radio, 

The Tokyo newspapers Asahi and 
Hochj were quoted at length as say- 
ing that Britain and the United 
States were fomenting a Russian 
attack on Japan, that this was a 
main purpose of Prime Minister 
Churchill's visit to the United 
States, and that Churchill soon 
would go to Moscow to put the 
proposition up to Premier Stalin. 

Foreign Minister Vyacheslav 
Molotov of Russia rejected such a 
proposal when he recently was in 
London and Washington, the broad. 
casts asserted. 

Of possible significance was the 
fact that no such comment was 
heard from the Tokyo radio. All 
was from Berlin, which might or 
might not quote the Japanese accu- 

. rately, depending on the Germans’ 
propaganda aim. 

The Tokyo press comment, as 
reported by Berlin, said that an 
American submarine had sunk a 
Soviet ship off Japan in an attempt 
to stir up trouble and that Britain 
and the United States were continu- 
ally starting rumors of tension be- 
tween Japan and Russia.

CAIRO, June 23.—(AP)—Axis 
forces are consolidating their sud- 
den gains in Eastern Libya and 
moving up apparently for a thrust 
at Egypt without delay.

TORONTO, June 23—(CP)— 
Miss Qorothy Thompson, internat- 
fonally known. newspaper colum- 
nist, last night told more than 
6,000 persons attending a Salute to 
Russia rally at Varsity Arena here 
“we must make the German arm- 
fes fight away from Russia and 
away from the Middle East on ter- 
rain not of .»eir own choosing.” 

“We must attract to ourselves part 
of the force of the German armies,” 
declared Miss Thompson. She added 
that war relief alone could not pro- 
vide the support that would keep 
the Russian armies in the field dur- 
ing 1942. 

Misg Thompson said that “it may 
be. the time has not yet come or the 
conditions are not yet established 
for that all-out attack from the west 
that will strike through to Berlin. 
But let us remember that the Russ- 
ian armies wore down the German 
armies even while they were yield- 
ing ground.” 

Miss Thompson was introduced by 
L, W. Brockington, K.C., who will 
leave shortly for London to act as 
Empire adviser to the British Min- 
istry of Information. 

Mr. Brockington, who acted as 
chairman, said the 20-year pact 
between Britain and Russia “seals 
a new brotherhood in war and 
victory and pledges its united 
strength to the making of a juster, 
freer and happier world.” 


This doesn’t mean that the surrender at Tobruk 
will spell the defeat of the Churchill cabinet, for 
this time there is no new Churchill ready to take 
the prime minister's place, as Churchill himself 
was when Chamberlain resigned.

Equipment Brings 
Tobruk Downfall

OTTAWA, June 23—There is less 

mystery and secrecy about reasons 
for loss of Tobruk than any previ- 
ous battle in this war. Referring 
to this disaster, one simple fact 
stands out, according to authorita- 
tive information. It is that Allied 
tank armor and anti-tank guns did 
not measure up to Nazi equipment. 
The fall of Tobruk is therefore a 
defeat in the battle for production 
as well as the battle for Libya, and 
it is in part a direct defeat of Can- 
ada, 

Two things count in tank war- 
fare in the desert—the toughness 
of armor on your tanks and the 
power of yolr guns for knocking 
out the enemy's tanks. What hap- 
pened in front of Tobruk was that 
the Germans slaughtered Allied 
tank strength with superior guns. 

The answer is tougher steel or 
tanks and harder-hitting anti-tank

The attack, third smash at Em- 
den in four nights, was authorit- 
atively stated to have been both 
heavy and successful, Six British 
planes are missing. 
WEATHER CLEAR 

The air ministry reported all ex- 
plosives of the raiders were loosed 
in less than an hour. 

“The weather was clear, apart 
from a slight ground haze, and well- 
placed flares gave valuable aid in 
identification of targets,” the air 
ministry said, 

Other R.A.F, forces raided Nazi 
airfields and other targets in the 
low countries and France, 

Bad weather had kept Britain's 
bombers on the ground Sunday 
night, but on the two previous 
nights R.A.F. squadrons had at- 
tacked Emden. 


18TH EMDEN RAID 

The raiders hammered power- 
fully at the submarine works, ship- 
yards and the docks last night—the 
78th raid-on Emden since the war 
started, 

One well-informed source said 
the naval base “probably looks very 
much like Cologne, Rostock and 
Luebeck now.” 


B.C. Defences 
On Alert For 
Enemy Raiders 


VICTORIA, June 23—(CP)— 
British Columbia defence services 
remained on the alert today fol-, 
lowing an official statement in the 
House of Commons yesterday by 
Defence Minister Ralston that 
Saturday night’s unsuccessful 
shelling of the lighthouse and 
Dominion government radio sta- 
tion at Estevan, on the west coast 
of Vancouver Island, apparently 
had been carried out by two 
enemy craft. 

Both Canadian and United States 
naval and air units are known to be 
co-operating in widespread patrols 
aimed at finding and eliminating 
the raiders. 

Civilian defence officials an- 
nounced no additional measures, 
the west coast air raids precaution 
system having been on an “alert” 
basis since last Dec, 7, with A.R.P. 
wardens and others ready for in- 
stant call, 

No further details regarding Sat- 
urday night’s attack on Estevan 
Point were forthcoming, Col, Ral- 
ston said the attack lasted about 40 
minutes and that “about 30 or more 
sffells fell."

survive with better success than 
the League of Nations.

MOSCOW, June 23. — 
(BUP) — Many women and 
children of Sevastopol have 
been evacuated from the be- 
Sieged fortress whose defend« 
ers, sworn to fight to “the 
last drop of our blood,” have 
wiped out a German wedge 
pointed at the heart of tha 
city, the newspaper Pravda 
announced today. 

The women and children among 
Sevastopol’s 70,000 civilians pre- 
sumably were rescued from the 
encircled and bomb-damaged city 
by sea, under protection of the 
guns of the Russian Black Sea 
fleet, They probably were taken 
eastward into the Caucasus, 

The weary but determined garri- 
sOn of Sevastopol has been reins 
forced by sea, it was stated, possibly 
by the same ships which removed 
the women and children, 


DRIVE ON KHARKOV 

While the battle for the Crimean 
stronghold ranged with unabated 
fury on its 17th day at the northern 
and southern approaches, the Ger- 
mans launched a new massive drive 
on the Kharkov front, 400 miles to 
the north, in an effort to blast open 
a northern gateway to the Caucasua 

Hurled back in repeated at- 
tempts to storm across the Donets 
east of Kharkov, the Germans 
brought up fresh mechanized and 
infantry forces and unloosed a 


smashing attack after intense 
acrial bombing of the Red Army’s 
Positions. 


It was acknowledged that in one 
sector the Germans made “some 
slight gain” after day-long fighting 
in the vicinity of an inhabited place, 
but the Russians took up new posi- 
tions and finally stemmed the ene- 
my rush.

WADE TWO BREAKS 

The attackers, including the Ital- 
an Trieste and Ariete divisions, 
breached the defences at two points, 
making inevitable the surrender 
which came the next day at 7 a.m. 

Picked shock troops carried out 
the first main assault, from the 
toutheast. Two hours of terrible 
dattering-ram tactics ensued as the 
tnemy hurled waves of men through 
the openings blasted through 
harbed- wire entanglements by 
teavy barrage. 

As one wave advanced, sup- 
perting tanks scattered fanwise. 
While this force of tanks, esti- 
mated at between 30 and 40, 
widened the gap in the southeast, 
another strong tank unit, sup- 
ported by infantry, dashed down 
the main road toward Tobruk 
from El Adem, in the south, and 
there began another bloody 
struggle. 

The British sent out two strong 
tank forces to meet the enemy 
pounding down the road from El 
Adem, but they ran into a cease- 
less hail of shells from artillery 
which the Germans had dragged to 
the escarpment. One by one, the 
Imperial tanks were smashed. 

Five hours after the start of this 
southern attack, Axis tanks com- 
manded the crossroads of the main 
highways from the Tobruk to El 
Adem and Gambut, in the east. 


HEROIC EFFORTS FAIL 

Despite heroic efforts by the Brit- 
{sh to establish road blocks, the Ger- 
mans had little difficulty in crash- 
{ng onward and entered the town of 
Tobruk shortly before darkness, 

Fires blazed all night as the Brit- 
fsh destroyed stores. Minor battles 
continued in the moonlight, with 
the enemy seeking to subdue iso- 
lated posts, 

The inferno was resumed at full 
blast at dawn Sunday. Enemy 
tanks scurried inward all along 
the perimeter of Tobruk's de- 
fences, battling against outposts 
whose guns, hot from continuous 
firing, were manned by exhausted 
crews, 


It was only a matter of time be- 
fore the enemy was complete master 
of the entire bastion, and the last 
gallant bands of defenders surren- 
dered. 

As one looks back on it, the fall | 
of Tobruk was one more lesson in 
the quickness of Nazi decision, bold- |

“They did not mean that they 
did not want to help in the winning 
of the war. They thought that it 
was best to keep the voluntary 
system of enlistment for overseas 
service,” 

Mr. Godbout said it was “not 
surprising that French-Canadians 
are not anxious to go to England 
to fight.” English-Canadians have 
friends and relatives in the United 
Kingdom—tamily ties with the 
British people. But the French-

PREPAREDNESS URGED 


‘Great Danger Threatening 
Both Coasts C.C.F. Member 
Warns In Commons Speech 


OTTAWA, June 23.—(CP)—Clarence Gillis 


(C.C.F., 


Cape Breton South) told the House of Commons last night 
that there was “great danger” to both the east and west 


coasts of Canada. 

Speaking during the conscrip- 
tion debate, he said the thing that 
should be driven home to every 
Canadian at the moment was the 
need of their finding out how best 
they conld prepare to defend 
themselves. He reiterated his 
party's stand against voting for 
the conscription-enabling bill 
without assurance that manpower 
will not be conscripted without, 
at the same time, the conscription 
of wealth and industry. 

_ Mr. Gillis declared his group op- 
posed state socialism but declared 
the government, with its wartime 
controls, had itself approached state 
socialism. 

ANSWERS LIBERALS 

He was replying to assertions 
made by Liberal speakers in the 
conscription debate that the C.C.F. 
demand for mobilization of wealth 
and industry co-incidental with the 
mobilization of manpower was state 
socialism. 

Mr. Gillis said “there is not any- 
one in this house or outside who is 
more opposed to state socialism than 
the members of this group. 

“In reality the government, as 
constituted at the present time, is 
the nearest approach to state so- 
cialism of anything we will ever 
have in Canada without actually 
having it... 

“You have in the government to- 
day a complete and bewildered 
bureaucracy—controls of aj] kind 
selected from one class of society 
which makes it state socialism 

“You have taken in the heads of 
every big industry in Canada... 
and they control the complete eco- 
nomic set-up of Canada. 

SEEK OWN ENDS 

“As I see it they are planning 
Canada’s war effor: mostly for their 
own ends,” 

The only sections of industry 
making a “real contribution to the 
war effort” were the industries set 


jup and controlled by the govern- 


ment.” 

Mr. Gillis read from Hansard 
quoting Munitions Minister Howe 
as saying in Sepiember, 1939, that 
it had been impossible to get in- 
dustry to accept contracts with 
the limitation of five per cent on 
profits. 

The Cape Breton South member 
claimed the great mass of the peo- 
ple who would fight the war, pro- 
duce for it and pay for it, were not 
represented on the government 
contro] boards, There were a few 
“anaemic” exceptions in the labor 
department. 

Labor Minister Mitchell inter- 
jec'ed: “Those ‘anaemic’ exceptions 
number over 400 in the labor de- 
partment, If that is anaemic then 
God bless anaemia,” 

Mr. Gillis said the great majority 
of those fighting the war were 
those who had the least, in a mat- 
erja] way, to fight for. 
EXPRESSES CONFIDENCE 

J. E. Matthews (Lib. Brandon) 
said passage of the bill would place 
the full responsibility for conscrip- 
tion for overseas before the cabinet, 
in which he had full confidence, 

He said young men with tech- 
nical ability were required to stay 

in Canada where their services 
were of greatest value and their 
contribution should be recognized. 
The war had to be in spite of in- 
dividual views on conscription for 
overseas. The majority had spoken 
in favor of releasing the govern- 
ment from past commitments, 

T. Adelard Fontaine (Lib, St 
Hyacinthe-Bagot), who spoke in 
French, said he would vote against 
the bill. He felt it was his duty 
to do so.

TORONTO, June 23.—(CP)—In 
the all-out battle of production 
Prospects for increasing output 
depend on closer co-operation be- 
tween employers and employees, 
Almon E. Roth, president of the 
San Francisco Employers’ Coun- 
cil, today told delegates to the 
33rd annual eonvention of Rotary 
International.

Labor Shortage 
Imperils Output 
Of Canada Mines

OTTAWA, June 23.—Acute 
shortages of manpower in mining 
camps is imperilling the output of 
vital raw materials of war. This

NEW FRONTS COMING 


statement, made by reputable 
mining publications and con- 
firmed here Monday by the mines 
branch of the Mines and Resources 
Department, reveals the latest 
critical turn of events on the 
home front. 

Right now the output of copper 
in Western Canada is falling off, 
owing to lack of manpower. The 
reduction in gold production, no 
longer vitally necessary for war, is 
saving the output of base metals in 
Ontario and Quebec. Gold mine 
workers are transferring to nickel 
and other base metal mines. This, 
however, is regarded as only a tem- 
porary palliative. 

The mine operators point out that 
they have been recruiting labor 
from the farms, but the freezing of 
agricultural labor plus the exemp- 
tion from military service, has 
pretty well shut off this source. On 
the other hand, there is a steady 
movement of labor from heavy in- 
dustry ‘and mining to lighter in- 
dustry. This movement is not 
checked by any existing selective 
service regulation. Meantime, the 
drain on mining manpower for the 
army continues. 


NEED TO EXPAND 

In addition to the present output | 
of these base melais, there is an 
urgent need to expand the mining 
industry by producing metals vitally 
required for war. One such is 
tungsten-carbide. It is urgently 
needed in the production of armor 
piercing shells and bullets, and sub- 
stantial quantities can be produced 
in Canada provided sufficient man- 
power is available to do the work. 

All along the mining and heavy 
industry front today the resistance 
to army expansion is becoming 
more vocal.

Hopkins said a second front, and 
if necessary a third and a fourth 
front, will be established to pen up 
Hitler's armies while the Allied air 
forces destroy his cities, one by one. 

“The American people have made 
up their minds,” said the lend-lease 
administrator and close adviser of 
the President. “Nothing can stop the 
onward march to overwhelming 
military victory.” 

Italy, Hopkins predicted, “led 
by that fat, @lmost retired ex- 
hibitionist Mussolini, will collapse 
like an inflated mushroom under 
the first stress of a violent attack.” 

“Once Mussolini wanted Ethiopia 
—and got it—well, when this war 
is over if the Italian people do not 
hang him by his cowardly neck I 
can only hope that he will be turn- 
ed over to the tender mercies of 
the Ethiopian king,” said Hopkins. 

As for Hitler's other major ally, 
Japan, Hopkins said the battles of 
the Coral Sea and Midway were 
“preludes of the inevitable disaster 
that awaits Tojo (the Japanese pre- 
mier) and his cruel military dicta- 
torship.” 


TOTAL DESTRUCTION 

“We mean to, and will destroy the 
last vestiges of that military dic- 
tatorship which has dominated 
Japan for so many years and op- 
pressed the great masses of the 
people,” he declared. 

“Tojo better get ready. He better 
get ready to choose the weapon 
with which he and hundreds of his 
officers will commit Hari-Kiri.” 

Hopkins cautioned, however, that 
there would be defeats and dark 
days before victory, 

The Russian ambassador to the 
United States, M. M. Litvinov, 

told the gathering Hitler was 
“staking his all” in his new of- 
fensive on the Soviet front, 
Litvinoy declared that the mat- 

erial aid received from Britain and 
America, valuable as it was, had 
not yet “come into scale with the 
scope of operations.” 

“There is now, however, every 
ground for hoping that this situa- 
tion will be changed in the near 
future,” he said, “and that Hitler 
will have to relinquish his pet idea 
of war on one front only.”

Record Number 
Canadians Vote 
On Plebiscite 


OTTAWA, June 23.—(CP)— 
Canadians voted in record num- 
bers in the April 27 plebiscite to 
release the government from past 
commitments on military service. 
Voters totalled 4,638,847, or 30,000 
more than marked ballots in the 

| 1940. general election, the previous 
high, 

Final official figures released to- 
day by Jules Castonguay, chief 
plebiscite officer, show that 2,945,- 
514 Canadians—civilians and ser- 
vicemen— voted “yes’, 1,643,006 
“no”. There were 50,327 spoiled 
ballats, 

Of 6,502,234 civilians on the vot- 
ers’ list, 4,323,858 turned out to vote, 
2,694,396 “yes” and 1,582,121 “no”. 
That was:a “yes” yvo'e of 63 per 
cent based on valid ballots turned 
in by 66.5 per cent of all the voters 
in the country, 

SERVICE FIGURES 

Official figures for the service 
vote announced today were un- 
changed from those given May 5— 
251,118 “yes”, 60,885 “no”, with 2,- 
986 rejected ballots. The services’ 
“yes” percentage was 80.49, and 
that of the country as a whole, 
civilians and servicemen, 64.19, 

Figures for the 1940 general 
election show 4,672,531 votes, cast, 
but these included ballots from 
two dual-member constituencies, 
where two votes could be cast by 
each elector, Allowing for this, 
the actual number of voters was 
figured to be 4,608,423, or 30,424 
fewer than in the plebiscite, 

Rejected ballots numbered 1,914 

fewer than in 1940, and were divid- 
ed thus: Prince Edward Island, 227; 
Nova Scotia, 1,199; New Brunswick, 
1,244; Quebec, 18,618; Ontario, 14,- 
535; Manitoba, 2,877; Saskatchewan, 
1,982; Alberta, 2,690; British Col- 
umbia, 3,954; Yukon, 12; Yellow- 
knife and Administrative District, 
3; services, 2,986. 

INCLUDE YELLOWKNIFE 

Today's figures included the 
first—and final—plebiscite report 
from Yellowknife, mining district 
on Great Slave Lake, where polling 
was carried on for the first time.

OTTAWA, June 23.—(CP)—Navy Minister Macdonald 
in the House of Commons yesterday advocated conscription | 
of men for service overseas and pointed to Britain as an ex- | 


ample to show that men conscripted for service in the naval 
and air forces had acquitted themselves well. 


The seventh minister to partici- 
pate in the debate on the govern: 
ment bill to permit conscription 
for overseas by order-in-council, 
Mr. Macdonald said it had been 
contended conscription would be 
valueless as far as the navy and 
air force were concerned and that 
a man couid not be compelled to

be a sailor or an airman. 

In the United Kingdom men be- 
tween 181% and 51 years were sub- 
ject to conscription and, once con- 
scripted, were asked to name the 
service they preferred. 


ACQUIT THEMSELVES WELL 

“I should hope that the Royal 
Navy is not altogether forgotten by 
all of these men, nor the Royal Air 
Force, and I should also hope, and 
my hope is justified by events, that 
when they do get into the navy or 
air force they acquit themselves 
well,” he said. 

“If the Axis powers should be 
victorious in this struggle the 
people of Canada would very soon 
discover whether this is a Canadian 
war or merely an English war,” said 
Mr. Macdonald, 

“No, the imperialism, the lust for 
power — military, economic, terri- 
torial—-abides in the hearts of the 
Axis rulers. and nowhere else.” 

Where the defence of Canada 

could be best carried out and 
where the enemy could best be 
met and subdued, was a matter 
which should be decided by those 
skilled in the art of war. 

Mr. Macdonald said the races 
making up. Canada should maintain 
their individuality, and their tradi- 
tions, but there should be a com- 
mon loyalty to Canada, a willing- 
ness to defend her and hope “for 
the bounty and beauty of the 
future.” 

If the vote on the April 27 man- 
power plebiscite was to be given 
any meaning, the limitation in 
respect to overseas service should 
be removed from the Mobilization 
Act, said Mr. Macdonald. 


FREE GOVERNMENT 

“The people having said that they 
wished the government to be free, 
the government now must take the 
steps necessary to free itself,” he 
added, 

“That is what the government Is 
endeavoring to do in this bill.” 

If the plebiscite did not mean that 
the government should be free to 
follow the road of conscription if it 
wished, it meant nothing. However, 
take that

road,” 


“But surely it might be agreed 
that those who voted ‘yes’ in an- 
swer to the plebiscite question 
contemplated and accepted the 
Possibility of conscription,” Mr. 
Macdonald said. The majority of 
those who voted ‘yes” had wished 
the government to be free to 
choose the way of conscription if 
it chose. 


A person who had listened to the 
debate on the bill thus far “might 
well gain the impression” that the 
majority of members were against 
conscription in any circumstances 
whatsoever. Some had openly ex- 
pressed their opposition and others, 
who had said they should support 
conscription if it became absolutely 
necessary, had proceeded “to damn 
it with the faintest sort of praise.” 
TIME WASTED 

There had been argument as to 
the efficacy at any time of con- 
scription for overseas, If the argu- 
ments questioning the value of con- 
scription for. overseas were valid, 
much time had been wasted in the 
House discussion, 

“There is not much sense in ask- 
ing to be free to do something 
which will amount to nothing,” the 
minister safd, 

“... If conscription is of no value, 
the plebiscite was of no value. It 
Was worse than useless. It had a 
definitely minus value.” 

It had been said conscription 
would be useless as far as the navy 
and air force were concerned and 
that a man could not be forced to 
be a Sailor or an airman. 

“There is complete canscription, 
Of course, in enemy ‘countries, 
Their air forces and navies have 
done well, I am bound to say. 

“Furthermore, it is an unjust and 
unwarranted reflection on the army 
to suggest or to imply that men may 
not be good enough for the other 
two forces, but still good enough for 
the army.” 

There had to be men to man the 
implement$ o@ war. There would 
not be a balanced effort by devoting 
all the energies of the people to in- 
dustries and agricultural produc- 
tion, nor by placing all men avail- 
able in the armed forceg in Canada 
or outsidé the country. 

Under the existing mobilization 
act the government had power of 
conscription of persons, their ser- 
vices and their property with the 
one exception that it could not con- 
script people for service outside of 
Canada, 


WATER HAZARD 

“For some reason or other the 
idea has come to prevail that there 
is some peculiar difficulty or some 
particular obstacle involved in 
troops crossing water, or at any 
rate some considerable body of 
water,” Mr. Macdonald said.

“thern Ireland, South Africa and 


Australia had not adopted the sys- 
tem of compulsory overseas sevice. 
But New Zealand had imposed con- 
scription for overseas for two years, 
junder a Labor government. 

Great Britain, the United States

and Japan. 

“It seems to me that the example 
of our three sister dominions, Nor- 
thern Ireland, South Africa and 
Australia, is not an infallible guide 
against such a weight of contrary 
practice by other great countries,” 
he said. 

The argument that conscription 
for overseas would interfere with 
industrial and agricultural produc- 
tion could be answered with the 
statement that factories and farms 
would not be stripped of workers. 


5-MONTH DISCUSSION 
“We talk a great deal about de- 
mocracy in these days, but I often 


wonder whether democracy 1s doing 
itself any great service by spending 
nearly all of five months in the dis- 
cussion of a question of this sort in 
days such as these,” Mr. Macdonald 
said. 

“Those who put themselves in the 
position that parliament should be 
consulted when the direct: applica- 
tion of conscription arises put them- 
selves in a rather curious position,” 
the minister said. “Let us suppose 
there should be a second debate in 
parliament and that parliamen‘ 
should decide the time for the appli- 
cation of conscription for overseas 
service. 

“Is it to be expected that every 
detail of the plan could be laid 
before parliament? Is it to be held 
that every time a unit went over- 
seas the matter would be refer- 
Ted to parliament for decision as 
to whether that particular unit 
should go or remain at home?” 

The proper function of parliament 
was to decide general principle, 
leaving application and other details 
to be decided by the government by 
order-in-council. Those orders 
would later be submitted to parlia-

Canadian airmen countered the shell- 
ing of a Vancouver Island radio station by 
manning bombers and fighters and raid- 
ing Nazi military works in occupied 
France. Which raid did the most damage 
need not be asked. On balance the loss 
was all to the enemy. And a loss inflicted 
on the enemy in any theatre counts. Every 
blow that is dealt the Axis in Europe is 
also a blow at the Japanese power in the 
Pacific, for when Hitler is disposed of 
Tokyo's dreams will end. 

The affliction of those who object to 
sending Canadian draftees abroad, if and 
when they are needed abroad, is that they 
cannot see the Axis as a single enemy, 
vulnerable wherever Axis forces can be 
put out of commission or deprived of 
munitions. The Chinese who rolled rocks 
on Japanese troops in a defile were doing 
their bit to break down the whole enemy 
combination; as were the Canadian airmen 
who straffed Nazi factories and munitions 
trains in France. 

Canada's defence line is wherever Al- 
lied troops are locked in battle with Axis 
troops. There should be no barrier against 
the sending of Canadian soldiers to what- 
ever sector of that line may need streng- 
thening. Every front is a Canadian front.

Alberta didn’t get all the rain last 
week, It extended pretty generally over 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba as well. Crop 
reports at the week-end indicate that near- 
ly all districts where moisture was badly 
needed are now supplied, for ten days at 
least, The heavy downpour in central Al- 
perta is said to have restored sub- 
soil moisture to a degree nearer normal 
than has existed for some years. Con- 
ditions in the Peace River area are report- 
ed excellent. 

While Alberta apparently escaped, 
frost occurred at several points in the 
other two provinces. No damage is re- 
ported to wheat, oats or barley, but gar- 
dens suffered severely and flax crops were 
blighted to an estimated 30 per cent. Flax 
being particularly important because of 
the need of oils, this is bad news from the 
national stand-point, as well as that of the 
farmers concerned. : : 

The general result is an immense im- 
provement in the crop situation and out- 
look over the prairie region, And a cor- 
responding betterment in the economic 
branch of the nation’s war effort and the 
business prospect throughout the west. 
The poet who saw it raining May flowers 
in April could with equal truth say it 
rained food and business and wages and 
profits and war-money over all but a frac- 
tion of the western producing area last 
week, 


The Libyan Debacle 


The Allied forces have been utterly de- 
feated in Libya. That is the melancholy 
fact now disclosed. 

Tobruk and Bardia are again in enemy 
hands. How much of his army General 


Ritchie was able to extricate from the 
blitzkrieg is unknown. Berlin claims 
28,000 men were captured when Tobruk 
fell, and London commentators do not 
challenge the figures. Our losses of ma- 
terial were undoubtedly great, and may 


include the stores landed only a few days 
ago from the convoy which fought its way 


through from Alexandria. The victors 
have recovered the crippled tanks and 


other equipment they lost in the earlier 
Stages of the fighting. 

Three weeks ago Rommel was believed 
to be beaten. That he could stage a come- 
back was said to be impossible, It was all 
over but the mopping-up, or nearly so. 
Now he controls the desert. 

Territorially the worst immediate re- 
sult is that the splendid harbor of Tobruk 
is now a supply base for the Axis forces, 
In geographical terms, the Italian colony 
has been cleared of the invaders; that is all. 

But the broader result is that Rommel 
stands on the border of Egypt with im- 
mensely stronger forces than he was sup- 
posed to possess; forces so much stronger 
than those of the Allies that he cut through 
these with a lightning stroke.

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Let’s Get Out All The Flags And Bands And Cheer 


These masses of men, and fleets of 
heavy tanks and motorized guns, and flocks 
of dive-bombers did not appear suddenly 
out of the sand, nor did Rommel pull them 
out of a hat. They were transported across 
the Mediterranean during the winter. That 
they were carried direct to Tripoli, with 
the R.A.F. and British patrol ships looking 
on, is unimaginable. More likely they were 
run across from Sicily to Tunisia and pro- 
ceeded by land through that Vichy terri- 
tory. Laval could probably explain their 
presence if he would. 

The Allied intelligence branch evident- 
ly failed completely to find out that the 
enemy was building up a more ‘powerful 
Libyan army than that of last year. Or 
the high command failed to make corres- 
ponding preparations to deal with this 
greater adversary. 

Egypt is threatened with invasion. 
But that invasion would mean conquest 
is a different proposition. Auchinleck 
must have been amassing a strong army 
there, with ample equipment. If so, it 
will fight with the advantage of short 
communication lines, while Rommel must 
get his supplies past the screen of British 
sea and air patrols, which will be 
Strengthened to meet the new situation. 

The reaction in Britain and the other 
Allied countries will be severe, but may be 
salutary. One London paper observes 
that before undertaking to set up a “‘sec- 
ond front” on the continent we had better 
make sure we can hold the fronts we al- 
ready have. That point is likely to get 
more attention because of this harvest of 
disaster from the hopes which were grow- 
ing so splendidly in Libya only three 
weeks ago.

Continued From Yesterday 

When The Bulletin was issued on Monday, 
matters regarding the land office steal were in 
a decidedly ticklish condition, which was not 
relieved by a telegram from the Minister of the 
Interior stating that the Mounted Police had 
been instructed to effect the removal of the 
Offices. This telegram showed that the Minister 
was a party to the steal and put a new face on 
the affair, 

Besides the telegram from Dewdney, the 
following telegrams were received: 

To M. McCauley, Mayor: Land office will not 
be removed. This only temporary for conveni- 
ence of settlers.—N, F, Davin, 

To M. McCauley, Mayor: Moving of office 
done by department of interior, Hon. Mr. Dewd- 
ney says it is temporary and he has wired you 
explanatory.—D. A. McPherson, 

All this was satisfactory but not definite. 
Mayor McCauley interviewed Supt. Griesbach 
as to the preservation of order, and was assured 
that no attempt at removal would be made until 
more definite instructions had been received as 
to the portion of the records that were to be 
removed. On this assurance being given the 
crowd at the land office dispersed. 

In answer to telegrams sent to Dewdney, the 
following was received on Tuesday: 

To His Worship the Mayor: Removal only 
temporary, Permanent office shall be built on 
north side—J. A. Ouimet. 

The police picket remained in charge’ during 
Tuesday, and as rain came on during the after- 
noon the police began putting the books under 
shelter in the office. Some watchful enthusiast 
saw the movement and, mistaking its object, 
gave the alarm, All the bells were rung and in 
eight minutes, by the watch. not less than 150 
men were around the land office with a hundred 
or two more coming as fast as they could,

Co-ordination of civilian trans- 
port to meet all emergency con- 
ditions has been developed here 
on Vancouver Island to a point

Dependent upon the progress 
of the war, it is apparent that at- 
tacks on Vancouver Island could 
take the form of: 

(a) A substantial attack in 
force such as one which, because 
of the geographical conditions,

$10,000,000 Cache 
Uncovered In U.S. 


WASHINGTON, June 23—(AP)— 
Treasury Secretary Henry Morgen- 
thau announced yesterday that a 
$10,000,000 cache of securities and 
cash owned by Henry M. Blackmer, 
who fled the United States at the 
time of the Teapot Dome scandal 20 
years ago, has been uncovered in a 
wartime examination of foreign 
bank accounts, 

The assets, Morgenthau said, were 
hidden in New York City banks 
under mysterious names identified 
only by numbers. 

Morgenthau recalled that Black- 
mer was alleged to have been the 
“pay oft” man in attempting to ob- 
tain the sale of government oil 
lands to private oil companies. 

Blackmer left the country in 1921 
when he was sought as a principal 
witness against Secretary of the 
Interior Albert Fall, who was con- 
victed and sent to prison for accept- 
ing a bribe in connectiqn with the 
oi] fraud. He lived in France for a 
number of years, foiling numerous 
attempts to extradite him to the 
United States, and he is believed 
now to be in Switzerland.

Many diseases of the scalp are 
caused by lack of cleanliness or 
lack of care in shampooing. Dust 
and dirt collect readily upon the 


hair and work down into the scalp, 
clogging up the pores. When the 
scalp is in this condition, it is very 
easy for infections to develop. The 


scalp and hair is more dependent 
upon cleanliness than the use of 
antiseptics or lotions 

Many people realize the necessity 
of keeping the body clean for health 
but they do not realize that it is 
just as important to keep the scalp 
free of impurities. 

Tt is true that when a shampoo is 
improperly used, the natural oil of 
the hair may be removed and the 
scalp becomes dry, but this will noi 
occur if the right method of sham- 


pooing is used. Whenever possible, 
distilled water or rain water should 
be used for washing the hair, as 
either of these dissolves the dirt 
more readily than ordinary water. 

The hair should first be moistened 
with warm water and then 
thoroughly lathered with a good 
toilet soap or shampoo. The hair 
should be well worked and the scalp 
massaged gently, then all of the 
soap should be washed out. Repeat 
this process with the soap, they 
wash the hair out agein and rinse 
well with clean water to which 
lemon juice has been added. Next, 
dry the hair thoroughly, using a 
large turkish towel 

After the hair has been dried, 
rub a teaspoonful of cocoanut oil, 
olive oil or some other vegetable 
oil into the palms of the hands and 
thoroughly massage this into the 
scalp and hair roots. This will give 
the hair another coatirig of oil to 
replace that which has been wash- | 
ed out and in this way the lustre 
will be restored. The appearance of 
the hair will be improved for very 
much the same reason as the apply- 
ing of a polish to your furniture or 
your automobile. The entire scalp | 
should be rubbed vigorously for 
several minutes and the excess oil 
should be removed with another 
clean towel, 

If you have any disease of the 
scalp, such as dandruff, this wash- | 
ing and oiling of the hair should be | 
repeated every day or every other | 
day for several weeks until the 
trouble has cleared up.

Canada In Battle 
To Last Man, Last 
Dollar, Tass Told 


OTTAWA, June 23.—(CP)—Labor 
Minister Mitchell, in a statement to 
Tass (Russian) News Agency on 
the anniversary of the German in- 
vasion of Russia, said yesterday 
that “the people of Canada will be 
in the fight alongside of our Rus- 
sian Allies to the last man and the 
last dollar.” 


“AS the war comes closer to 

Canada and we are put more 
and more under the emotional] stress 
that Britons have endured for the 
past three years so the women of 
Canada will have to meet a chal- 
lenge of the maintenance of public 
health and morale,” declared Dr 
Edna M. Guest, O.B.E., of Toronto, 
at a tea in the Macdonald hotel 
Monday afternoon under auspices of 
the Edmonton Local Council of 
Women. Dr. Guest is convener of 
public health and nutrition in the 
National Council of Women. She 
visited in Edmonton Monday and 
Tuesday after attending the Cana- 
dian Medica] Association in Jasper 
Park. She spoke Monday on Nutr'i- 
tion in Wartime. 

“It is rightly said that the war 
would have already been lost in 
Great Britain if the public had not 
been scientifically fed,” she con- 
tinued. “With the wholesale bomb- 
ing that Britain has suffered, com- 
munity kitchens and dining rooms 
have been opened up where people 
are fed the proper food 

“Through this scientific feeding 
of the population the general health 
has been maintained—perhaps im. 
proved, and the people fortified to 
face a war that continues in inten- 
sity and danger. 

“The National Council of Women, 
working through its nutrition com- 
mittee, has sought to make peoj~e 
nutrition-conscious. Never has this 
been more important than today 
when the maintenance of public 
health, well-being and content de- 
pends to a large extent on proper 
feeding.

ROOTS KILLED 

“The researchers have discovered 
several soil-inhabiting moulds or 
fungi which, during the winter pe- 
riod, attack and kill the roots of al- 
falfa and sweet clover so that when 
it is time for the plants to show 
growth in the early spring, they are 
either quite dead or severely dis- 
abled, 

“To one not familiar with the 
| actual cause of the trouble, the dis- 
abled plants might appear to have 
keen killed by the low temperatures 
or other unfavorable soil conditions 
existing during the winter period, 

“Our surveys have shown that 
these diseases are widely dis- 
tributed and of great economic 
importance in Alberta, and that 
attention must be given to their 
control.
